PRAYER FOR COLLEGES.—No. I. 

The practic*, somewhat prevalent among Chris¬ 
tians, of setting apart special seasons of fasting 
and prayer lor particular objects, commends it¬ 
self .o the enlightened and devoted of every de¬ 
nomination. It affords an opportunity of bring¬ 
ing the subject directly and permanently before 
the mind, and of examining it in all its various 
ind important bearings. Tims, more adequate 
views are gained of its magnitude than would he 
otherwise possible, the feelings and affections are 
more strongly enlisted, the flame of devotion j s 
higher degree enkindled in the soul, and 
strenuous efforts are excited in its behalf. 
But, that such seasons may become the means of) 
securing the greatest possible amount of good, 
both to the person observing them und to-the 
remembered, it is essential that the under¬ 
standing Ire enlightened and the feelings engaged. 

Permit me, therefore, to urge the claims of lit¬ 
erary institutions, particularly colleges, to the spe¬ 
cial prayers of the churches on the approaching 
concert. I will not, however, dwull on the press¬ 
ing demand for ministers of the gospel and mis¬ 
sionaries, and life need of pious judges, statesmen 
physicians and teachers of youth ; for the topics 
are so frequently presented that to reiterate would 
be superfluous. Nor will 1 attempt to 
prove what is so abundantly evident, that the 
faithful observance of this season cannot fail to 
secure the blessing of the Greut Head of the 
church. The many recent outpourings of the 
Spirit on our colleges bear umple testimony to 
the readiness of God to answer tire prayer of his 
jieople presented on these occasions. Tile ben¬ 
eficial effects of these refreshing seasons, the 
ceaseless age* of eternity alone can disclose. 

We wish rather to “speak that we do know 
and testify that we have seen” of the imminent 
DA.YG Cl IS to which the members of colleges are 
exposed /—dangers too of a most serious charac¬ 
ter, even to the shipwreck both of mind aud soul; 
dangers in view of which pious fathers and moth¬ 
ers, brothers, sisters and friends, could they real¬ 
ize them, would not cease to “ cry mightily unto 
God,” day and night, until their prayers should 
be answered. 

But alas! none but those who have been within 
the walls of college, can have any adequate con¬ 
ceptions of the many and peculiar snares and 
temptations incident to the life of the student.— 
Otherwise, they could not, I am persuaded, view 
the subject with such comparative indifference. 
A sense of duty, therefore, no less than of interest 
and of gratitude to God, compels me to draw the 
veil and endeavor to present some of these pecu¬ 
liar trials and temptations.
